AERIAL DEVELOPMENT. 


IMPORTANT SERVICES TO THE 
EABT. 


Lonpon, January 7th. 

Major-General Sykes, Chief of the Air 
Staff, delivered an address of great in- 
Worest and importance, to-day, on com- 
mereial aviation in the light of war 
experience, before the members of the 
Londun Chamber of Commerce 

In the course of a most fascinating 
atory of recent feats of passenger services, 
he told how two members of the Americun 
Mission made a record trip to Paris and 
back in four hours and twenty minutes. 

On another occasion a trip of 170 sniles 
from Manchester took 85 minutes, the 
cours: being largely steered by compass. 

A pilot over 40 years of age had crossed 
the Channel 287 times, frequently in bad 
weather, 

Aviation was now on the threshold of 
& uew existence in commercial life. In 
the teghnical aspect we could pit the 
brains of our inventers and engincers 
agwinst the world, and had already gain 
ed for ourkelves the foremost place in 
the design and technique of aircraft and‘ 
engines, 

The risk of danger was much less than 
often supposed, a considerable proportion 
of the accidents hitherto being duc to the 
highey war-training in serial fighting 
and the formation of flying, but even 
under these conditions accidents, con- 
sidering the oircumstances, were surpris- 
ingly fow 

Dealing with an overland project to 
India, he said that a machine etarting 
from: London would fly, without a stop, 
direct tv Marseilles, thence to Buda Bay, 
in Crete, and, after a short rest, to 
Tarantw or to Rome for inspection and 
minor repairs preparatory to the long 
journey overseas from Crete. : 

The machine would’ reach the African 
const at Sollum, whence, after overhaul- 
ing and replenishing ber petrol tanks, 
she would go to Cairo, with a possible 
rest en riute at Mersa—Matrub. 

Probably, it would be advisable to 
transfer mails at Cairo to another 
machine in order that tho machine from 
Lundon might be completely overhauled. 
Continuing the journey, the route passes 
Damascus and Baghdad, both possessing 
subsidiary aerodromes for repair facili- 
tires, and thence to Basra. 

From Basra, Karachi would be reached 
from Bushire, a'ong the coast, to Bunder 
Ahbas. 4 

Some 25 acrodromes were necessary for 
this route, and Toranto, Cairo and Basra 
required, and would be equipped with, 
firet class facilities. 

Each average stage would be 350 miles, 
and the total distance from London two 
Dethi is approximately 6,000 miles. 

Brigadier-Genoral Sykes thinks that wo 
are justified in looking forward to a 
weekly mail service on this, route, the 
time of passage not exoeed’ng seven or 
eight days.

GENERAL SMUTS OUTLINES A 
PROGRAMME.

General Smuts has published “2 pam- 
phlet outlining » suggested pro- 
gramme for the Peace Conference, as re-

Still referring + the peoples of thy 
former Russian, Turkish, and Austrian 

mpires, Genernl Smuts says:—' There 
should be no annexation of these terri- 
tories, Many of them are capable of self- 
government, but others are incapable, for 
cxampl¢, Palestine and the Armenian 
vilaye! lo the latter case the adminis- 
tration will have to be undertaken hy 
some external authority. 

‘The League of Nations would take 
control, but not directly, because a joint 
international administration has been 
found wanting wherever it has been tried. 
It results ‘in puralysis, wempered by intri- 
guc. Hence, a State should be nominat- 
ed, and act for the league, und a condi- 
tion of the nomination ; .ould be that the 
peoples have a right to state a preference, 
although this cannot done in cases whero 
consultation is impossible."' 

The League would reserve ultimate con- 
trol, The people of the governed Stato 
would have the right uf appeal to it in 
case of mis-government.

The writer emphasiscs that there are 
two extremes to be avoided, numely a 
super State, and a mere debating society. 

He suggests that the Council of the 
League be composed of, the representatives 
of the five great Powers, Great Britain, 
the United States, France, Italy and 
Japan. Germany would be added as svon 
as she got a stable democratic Govern- 
ment. 

Four additional members should be 
added from two panels, one comprising 
ricdiate Powers below

Spain, Hungary, Parkey, Central Russia, 
Poland, Greater Serbia, etc., and the other 
panel comprising all the minor States.

PUNISHMENT OF THE GUILTY 
ONES, 


BRITISH COMMITTEES HARD AT 
WORK. 


Lonpon, January oth, 

Since. its appointment two months ago, 
the British Committee of Enquiry, (of 
which Sir John Macdonell is Chairman), 
into breaches of the laws of war, haa 
done a great deal of work through the 
Sub-Committees appointed to deal with 
the matter under various heads, 

Thus, the Sub-Committee on law has 
already submitted an interim report on 
the jurisdiction of the Tribunal to be 
established, and kindred matters. Jt has 


Jalso submitted a special report conveying 


the unanimous conclusion that it is 
desirable to take proceedings against the 
ex-Kaiser, 

Mr. Justice Petersen and the well. 
known criminal barrister, Mr, C. P. Gill, 
have also been consulted in connection 
with the matter. 

The work of u second Committee has 

been very heavy as it had to deal with 
the ill-treatment of prisoners and their; 
employment behind the enemy firing lino, 
the employment of illegal methods of 
wattare, the abuse uf the Red Cross flag, 
the bombardment of hospitals, and the 
exccution of Nurao Cavell and Capt. 
Fryatt. The Committee has dealt with 
100,000 cases, but 160,000 cases still re- 
main, 
JA third sub-Committee hag dealt. with 
offences at sea and in the air, including 
the destruction of merchantmen, the firing 
on ships and crews after the destruction 
of their vessels and the sinking of hos- 
pital ships. 

A ‘fourth sub-Committee has examin- 
ed the indiscriminate bombardment of 
towns, and the wilful and reckless de- 
struction of hospitals, 

All the Committees have still a large 
mass uf evidenco to examine before issu 
ing final reports dealing with the charges 
te be preferred and the degree of respon- 
sibility attaching, prima facie, to indivi- 
duals, 

Although the final conclusiong may not 
therefore be reached for some months, 
the present interim report suys it must 
not be assumed that practica] steps have 
nut been taken to accure tho arrest 0! 
the offendera.
